The Mayor said that farmers 
who live just as close tc other 
cities report they would rather 
go there to shop because they 
are more likely to find a place 
to park where there are meters. 


The Mayor left no doubt in 
the merchant’s minds that the 
council's decision was reached 
in good faith and that the coun- 
cil has been attempting to core 
rect the parking problem to the 
best interests of all residents. 


But the merchants, readily ad- 
mitting a serious parking pro- 
blem, feel that parking meters 
are not the answer. 

The merchants again admit- 
ted that the most-serious viola- 
tors of the parking law are those 
in business. 

It was pointed out again that 
ua number of merchants think no- 
thing of leaving their cars in 
front of their places of business 
for several hours at a time.

SOME MERCHANTS suggest- 
ed fines all the way from $5.00 
to $10.00 for those people who 
sre known to be steddy violators. 

It was suggested that the pre- 
sent two-hour parking law be 
rigidly enforced. 

Some asked for an off-street 
parking lot provided by the city 
which would be close to the bus- 
iness district. 


The Mayor's objection to the 
protests was the zero-hour meth- 
od in which it was done — wait- 
ing until the council took action 
and then suggestion other means 
of getting at the problem. 


The Mayor also said that peo- 
ple interested in civic affairs 
should attend more council meet- 
ings.

Speed, Speed, Speed. 


State Police are ticketing drivers going over the new specd law 
of 65 in daytime and 55 at night. But, according to the Detroit 
Times, this is all foolishness. For the Times has said that entire 
elimination of speed limits is bound to come before very long in 
United States. But the remarks were made back in 1928 when it 
also said: “Michigan has already abolished the speed limit, and is 
very careful about preventing of reckless driving.” 


How We Doing? 


Let's take a brief look at what has happened just within the past 
ten years and see what those factors which control the epgine speed 
of our economy have been doing. ~~ 

In the period from 1945 through 1955 we have gone from a nation 
of 139 million people to a nation of 165 million people —— a popula- 
tion gain of 18‘%. While this has been going on, the economic pro- 
ductivity of the United States has been gaining at a rate of approx- 
imately 4% per year. 


In short, then, despite momentary rough air currents, we have 
been flying through an area of economic “weather conditions” 
which have been most favorable and have provided an economic cli- 
mate which is virtually unparalleled in the history of the United 
States. 


HERE IS A WEATHER REPORT: There seems to be general ag- 
reement that the ten-year period from 1965 through 1965 will pro- 
duce economic conditions as follows: Population will have increased 
by approximately 16°7 up to a level of 190 million people: total 
production of goods and services will have increased by nearly 
406+ up to a level of about $540 billion; consumer disposable in- 
come will also have increased by approximately 407 up to a level of 
$401 billion from a present rate of $286.5 billion.

As- 
suming approximately the same size of family that we now have. 
this will mean that the average American family will have an an- 
nua} disposable income of $7,700, 

This, of course, means that there will be a tremendous increase 
in the amount of money available for discretionary purchasing of 
items above and beyond the necessities such as food, clothing and 
shelter. 


In short, what we have ahead is a ten-year period in which the 
growth potential available to any legitimate business enterprise is 
little short of fabulous. 


Looking down the road a bit furtherr, several othér very import- 
ant facts come into sharp focus. By 1965, 20% zi the American 
population will be made up of people between Ufe-Hees of 10 to 
20 years, 38 to 40 million of them, All of these young people whose 
educational requirements are today of such great cencern to al} 
of us will be on the threshhold of marrying, establishing homes of 
their own, and releasing an even greater pent-up moerket for at: 
types and varieties of products necessary for the establishment of 
new family units. 

From this we can conclude that, while the economic growth of 
our country for the next ten years will shatter al] previous records, 
the period from 1965 to 1975 will make the next ten vears seem 
pale by comparison,

we did have our little gas stove 
with us, 


We next attempted to have 
the Ford washed, greased and 
vil changed as we were hopefully 
anticipating less dust on the Al- 
aska Highway proper, but (typ- 
ically) all the garages were too 
husy to get started until “some 
time next week.” Procrastina:- 
ion, after generations of pract- 
ice is an accomplished art. 


As it turned out, however, the 
Alaska Highway dust tasted and 
smelled very much like that of 
northern Alberta, and surround. 
ed one with about the, same fog- 
like density. 


You’d have to see it to realy 
appreciate it, we think. Every 
little jar of the car brought dust 
filtering down from the ceiling. 
a slight bounce on the seat and 
dust arose to intermingle with 
that hovering over the roadway 
and seeping through what should 
be inpenetrable cracks. (For in- 
stance, after we arrived home 
and unpacked, we found dust ar- 
cund and between each layer of 
clothing — clothes which wer? 
folded, wrapped and packed in 
one unopened suitcase, and 
which we had hauled all that 
distance in anticipation of a 
“dress occasion.” Tnere are few 
ruch occasions in the Canadiaa 
wilds!) 


In spite of repeated washings, 
our hair remained stiff and 
broomstraw-like, and our reombs 
were a sight to benold. We wore 
jeans and T-shirts and blouses, 
and every night our bodies look- 
ed as though we had indeed been 
following the road scraper. Ex- 
cept for the heat, coveratls 
would have been mere practical. 


We went beyond Dawson 
Creek and through the fertile 
end productive Peace River Va'- 
ley for our first night on the 
highway, stopping at mile 48. 
Every mile on the Alaska High- 
way is numbered with a neat Jit- 
tle white sign with black num- 
bers. Thus, with the aid of The 
Milepost it is always possible to 
know just how far it is to the 
next point worthy of mention. 


Here was a new motel, recent- 
ly built. of red cedar logs— im- 
ported from western British Co!- 
umbia, and our introduction to 
‘mports, Everything is better ‘f 
it costs more and is imported 
from some place else. The logs 
in this mote! were full length of 
the building, beautifully mach- 
ined and constructed. But now 
that the building was completed 
it was time to rest, although the 
wood already needed finishing 
and protection. 


When we brought this to the 
attention of the owner, he said 
he had already spent $75,000 on 
it, and he didn’t feel he shouid 
be spending more unti! it paid 
off.

Incidentally, we did see sev- 
eral abandoned wrecked cars, a 
few trailers and = innumerab'e 
tires along the road. 


Whenever one of the caravan 
stopped, we all stopped, whether 
it be to wash the windshield, for 
a coffee break, merely to stretch 
our legs, or to change a tire. 
From this acd later experience 
we would suggest that having at 
Jeast one traveling vompanion— 
that 1s, two cars—is the only 
safe and prudent way to travel 
the Alaska Highway. 


Not only does one have com- 
pany and stories-to exchange, 
but there will be available trans- 
potation and help in case of a 
Lreakdown, and if the worst 
comes to worst, possibly on to 
wards the end of the trail one 
might be able to construct one 
useable vehicle from the remain- 
ing parts of the two or three ori- 
ginals! It is easy to travel toge- 
ther too, for the clouds of dust 
identify the exact location of 
cne’s companions.
